Claims 1 and 39 are allowed because the closest prior art, Joshi et al. (U.S. 
Patent No. 7,176,508) fails to anticipate or render obvious a method of measuring 
performance of a device including the steps of determining an offset between the first 
heating device and at least a second heating device, each having a different number of 
contact and extrapolating the offset to zero contacts, in combination with the rest of the 
claim limitations as claimed and defined by the Applicant. 

Claim 19 is allowed because the closest prior art, Joshi et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
7,176,508) fails to anticipate or render obvious a method of measuring performance of a 
device including the steps of calculating a temperature of the first heating device with 
the first number of contacts and the second number of contacts using the measured 
change in the at least one electrical characteristic, and extrapolating results of the 
measurement obtained with the first number of contacts and the second number of 
contacts to zero contacts, in combination with the rest of the claim limitations as claimed 
and defined by the Applicant. 

Claims 21 and 46 are allowed because the closest prior art, Joshi et al. (U.S. 
Patent No. 7,176,508) fails to anticipate or render obvious a method of measuring 
performance of a device including the steps of establishing an amount of temperature

having a different number of contacts and the calculating step includes extrapolating 
results of the measurement step to zero contacts to determine an actual device 
temperature without an offsetting effect of the contacts., in combination with the rest of 
the claim limitations as claimed and defined by the Applicant.
